Gas Profits Spiral; 
M ay Decline Later 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - Natural gas 
distributors may reap up to IOO per 
cent increases in first-quarter profits 
because of this winter’s bitter cold, say 
utility 
officials and 
investm ent 
analysts. 


But they say a call-to-arms by 
outraged 
consum ers 
would 
be 
prem ature because the profit bulge is 
iikely to disappear amid shortages 
later in the year. 


“ Profits will be astronomical,” said 
a spokesman for the Buffalo, N.Y.- 
based National Fuel Gas Co., which 
serves 665,000 customers in Penn­ 
sylvania, New York and Ohio. “ But the 
main reason for that is because we’re 
selling most of our gas in the first 
quarter.” 
F oster Corwith, a natural gas 
specialist for Standard and Poor’s 
investment service, said he expects 
some companies to report first-quarter 
profit increases of IOO per cent over 
last year. 
H.A. Offutt, treasurer for fourth- 
ranked Consolidated Natural Gas Co. 
of Wilmington, Del., said his firm is 
now pulling gas out of storage that nor­ 
mally would not have been used until 
March. 
“Sure, we’re selling more gas now, 
and we’re going to make profits on it, 
but unless we can find additional 
supplies for the last three quarters 


we’re going to be losing then," he said. 
These developments have not been 
lost on investors. Prices for natural 
gas stocks began a steady rise when it 
became apparent the unusually cold 
winter would mean increased gas sales 
and profits. 
For example, while Standard and 
Poor’s index, which measures the 
activity of 500 stocks, changed little 
from Dec. I to Jan. 26, the index for 
natu ral gas d istrib u to rs’ stocks 
jumped from 77.26 to 87.13. 
But Corwith said utility stocks may 
have peaked because investors are 
already looking ahead to what will 
probably be a more normal winter 
next year. “ This is a one-time spurt. 
It’s not the type of growth that can be 
sustained," he said. 
Not only are utilities selling more 
gas, they’re selling more of it now to 
their most profitable customers — 
residential users. 
According to Standard and Poor’s, 
the average rate for residential users 
over the 
12-month 
period ending 
September 1976 was $1.91 per million 
British therm al units. For industrial 
customers, the rate was $1.22 per 
million BTUs. 
Because of the freeze that has hit the 
eastern half of the country, 
gas 
deliveries to thousands of industrial 
users have been curtailed to provide 
enough gas for home use. 
Long-Stemmed Roses 
To Be Scarce Item

February — are scarcer and more 
expensive than ever this year because 
of the cold wave that has snarled in­ 
dustry, agriculture and everyday life 
for millions. 
The Society of American Florists 
says that the freeze in Florida, the lack 
of sunshine and the shortage of natural 
gas to heat greenhouses has limited 
stocks of several other blossoms, in­ 
cluding pompons and baby’s breath, 
used in bouquets. 
The roses you do find will cost you 
dearly. At Jay’s Flowers in New York 
City, longstemmed red roses will cost 
$2.50 each this year — $30 a dozen. The 
same flowers last year cost $2 apiece.

Valentine’s Day means big business 
for florists. “ It’s the largest single-day 
sale of flowers," said a spokesman for 
Plaza Florists in New York. He urged 
consumers to check with local florists 
to find out which blossoms are readily 
available. “ The closer to the supply, 
the better,” he said. 
Tile romantic holiday also is an 
important one for candy and card 
sellers. A spokesman for the National

Card 
Publishers in Arlington, Va., said 
Valentine’s Day is the second biggest 
holiday of the year for the industry, 
behind Christmas. 
No one knows exactly how many 
Valentines are sent every year, but 
Harry J. Cooper, executive director of 
the association, said the total was in 
the millions. Cooper said sentimental 
cards are back and he said prices are 
about the same as last year. The cost 
of individual cards ranges from 25 
cents to $4 and $5 for the more elabo­ 
rate varieties, he said.

In Trouble 
With Public

Disheartened political aides of Prime 
M inister Indira Gandhi debated 
campaign strategy today after her 
opponents outdrew her two to one in 
weekend rallies in New Delhi. 


Workers for Mrs. Gandhi’s Congress 
party assembled the daily crowd of 
well-wishers and political hopefuls at 
the prime m inister’s residence. But 
the crowd was no comfort to the party 
leaders meeting privately for a new 
assessm ent of prospects for the 
parliam entary elections next month. 
Nearly 200,000 persons packed the 
Delhi fairgrounds Sunday and wildly 
cheered opposition calls for 
Mrs. 
Gandhi’s ouster and an end to her 19- 
month state of emergency with its 
suspension of democratic procedures 
and rights. 
Mrs. Gandhi’s campaign kickoff 
Saturday at the same site drew only 
100,000 people, and the rally ended pre­ 
maturely when the crowd became 
restive. 
The prime minister, who has held 
office for ll years, received another 
.setback during the weekend when 
former President V.V. Giri called for 
an end to the suspension of civil 
liberties. 
A diverse group of opposition leaders 
told the rally Sunday that the voters 
faced a choice between dictatorship 
and democracy in the election. 
“There were more people in Indian 
jails during the emergency than in 
British jails before independence,” 
said Jayaprakash Narayan, the dis­ 
ciple of Mohandas Gandhi and 74-year- 
old political elder. “ Tile question is 
whether you and your children and the 
country will be free or slaves.” 
N arayan’s plans in June 1975 to lead 
a Gandhi-style campaign of civil 
disobedience against Mrs. Gandhi was 
one of the chief reasons she had the 
state of emergency proclaimed. She 
jailed him for five months but let him 
out when his chronic kidney trouble got 
worse. 
Jagjivan Ram, the leader of India’s 
85 million untouchables who bolted the 
cabinet and the Congress party last 
week, charged that a “clique of six or 
seven persons has grabbed the 
Congress party apparatus and has 
taken over the country." He implied 
that one member of the clique was the 
prime m inister’s controversial 30- 
year-old son Sanjay, who during the 
emergency has become leader of the 
Congress party’s youth wing. 


Sakharov Seeks 
W orld Support 


MOSCOW (AP) — Dissident leader 
Andrei Sakharov is appealing for 
worldwide support for A lexander 
Ginzburg, an activist arrested last 
week by Soviet security police. 
Ginzburg, who remained in custody 
on unspecified charges in a security 
police (KGB) 
prison, has been 
managing a fund established by exiled 
Noel Prize-winning author Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn to aid jailed dissidents 
and their families.

Townships Spend $102,500 
Additional For Snow Removal 


Representatives of the Pickaway 
County Trustees and Clerks Assn met 
with commissioners L. Robert Iaston, 
Donald Strous and Carl Schein today to 
see if funds were available to help pay 
for clearing the roads of snow. 
Estimated costs of snow removal of 
the townships, exclusive of Madison 
Twp. which has not yet compiled the 
costs, totaled $102,500. 
This figure covered only the cost of 
extra equipment rental and not the 
cost of overtime for regular township 
employes. 
'Die costs ranged from a high of 
$16,000 in Monroe Twp. to a low of 
$2,000 in Circleville Twp. 
Ed Harrel, veteran Pickaway Twp. 
trustee and president of the county 
association, said this year’s snow 
removal is more costly than it was in 
the big snow of 1950. 
“ Back in '50 once we got the roads 
open they stayed open. But this year 
they have been drifting shut again 
faster than most townships are 
equipped to handle them ," Parral 
said. The 30-year trustee recalled 
drifts that were 20 feet deep in 1950.

Pritchard and Parral plan to attend 
a meeting of state, county and town­ 
ship officials in Delaware today where 


they will learn if Pickaway County will 
qualify for federal funds. 
Pritchard told commissioners the 
snow rem oval has depleted the 
budgets of the townships and that 
many will need help this summer in 
order to carryout road maintenance 
programs.

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) 
This part of 
America is unashamed long johns 
country. In wintertime, people think 
cold. 
That’s how we make it through 
each year,” said energy commissioner 
.John Millhone, as he discussed the per­ 
sistent below-zero tem peratures that 
hover over Minnesota. 
While people in this heartland state 
commiserate with the plight of snow- 
engulfed Buffalo and other hard-hit 
regions in the East, the general feeling 
is that, while as much snow could fall, 
the resulting chaos couldn’t happen 
here. Not again, anyway. 
“We learned our lesson the hard 
way, just like Buffalo is doing now,” 
said Melvin Enquist, director of the 
city’s street maintenance department. 
‘ The Armistice Day blizzard of 1940 
sneaked in unexpected during a 
weekend because in those days we had 
weather reports on only five days a 
week. 
“Our snow-removal equipment was 
so primitive that Minneapolis was 
totally paralyzed for six d ay s,” 
Enquist recalled. “ We lost 48 people 
dead to the storm throughout the 
state.” 
Minneapolis had a chance to redeem 
itself 35 years later when an even 
bigger storm, the “Superbowl bliz­ 
zard” , liit mid-January 1975 as local 
fans watched on TV while the Min­ 
nesota Vikings went down to defeat by 
the P ittsburgh S teelers in New 
Orleans. 
By next day, Monday morning, the 
city was functioning despite the huge 
snow drifts, the continuing heavy 
snowfalls, and the high winds. “ That's 
how far we had come since IMO,” En- 
quist said. 
Other cities that ask how to prepare 
for snow, get sheaves of position 
papers, statistics and reports from 
Minneapolis. They boil down to a one- 
tw o-three punch for neutralizing 
blizzards. 
First, the city of nearly a half­ 
million population believes in massive 
snow -fighting equipm ent, financed 
from an annual $2.5 million budget. 
Beady to go into action November I 
each year are 110 snow ploughs, in­ 
cluding the G anadian-built “ bom- 
badiers,” tracked vehicles that look 
like tanks and can negotiate any drift 
Snow blowers, graders and sand and 
salt spreaders, plus over IOO dump 
trucks to move snow, push the Min­ 
neapolis vehicle complement to 250. In 
addition, officials may close down all 
city construction in a snow emergency 
and use the equipment for the storm. 
The second punch is a system of 
tough city laws that come quickly into 
effect to 
keep the 
city 
moving. 
Officials may declare an emergency 


after three inches of snow. and this 
means the immediate clearance of 
parked vehicles from em ergency 
routes. 
The third punch, the cooperation of 
businesses, institutions, the news 
media and the public, “averts panic, 


leads to cooperation, and sees us 
through each tim e ,” said street 
m aintenance superintendent Jack 
Beanie “ The panic that apparently 
enveloped Buffalo in the first hours of 
the recent blizzard wouldn’t happen 
h ere” 
Black Guerrillas 
Slay 7 M issionaries 
In N orth Rhodesia 


SALISBURY, 
Rhodesia 
(AF) 
Black gu errillas m urdered seven 
white Roman Catholic missionaries, 
four of them nuns, in an attack Sunday 
night on a mission 38 miles north of 
Salisbury, a church spokesman said 
today. 
The victims included three Britons, 
three West Germans and an Irishman, 
church officials said. 
Archbishop 
P atrick 
C hakaipa, 
Rhodesia’s first black Catholic arch­ 
bishop, 
condem ned 
the 
attack, 
saying those responsible “ m ake 
mockery of whatever good ideals they 
claim to serve.” 
A church spokesm an said the 
guerrillas rounded up eight white 
members of the1 Musami mission staff 
and shot them. Two Jesuit priests, a 
Jesuit lay brother and four Dominican 
nuns were slain, and a fourth Jesuit 
was wounded, but not seriously, the 
spokesman said. 
Two of the priests and one of the 
nuns were British, the other three nuns 
were Germans and the Jesuit brother 
was Irish, church officials reported. 
The mission staff also included 
another white brother and another 
white nun. The spokesman said it was 
not known where they were at the time 
of the attack, but they were thought to 
be safe. 
The attack was the most serious 
against the missionary community 


during the four-year guerrilla war to 
end white rule in Rhodesia. On Dec. 5, 
a 
lone guerrilla 
killed a 
retired 
Catholic bishop, a priest and a nun 
afte r stopping their car in western 
Rhodesia and dem anding money. 
Another nun was wounded but escaped 
by pretending to have been killed. 
Tile Roman Catholic Church has 
been a 
frequent 
critic of Prim e 
Minister Ian Smith’s white-minority 
government and has accused the 
.security forces of atrocities against 
black guerrillas taken prisoner. 
Bishop Chakaipa said those killed at 
Musami were “ friends and servants of 
the African people.

C arter’s suggestion, defense officials 
are preparing possible proposals that 
could be made to the Russians in an ef­ 
fort to curb the race for naval power. 
Discussing the naval buildup would 
be a new avenue for U.S.-Soviet arm s 
control talks. Until now, negotiations 
have dealt with strategic nuclear 
weapons, such as long-range missiles 
and bombers, and with the ground-and 
air-power balance in Europe. 
Pentagon officials also are exploring 
possible “signals” to the Russians, 
perhaps including withdrawal of small 
num bers of U.S.

The natural gas emergency gripping 
the nation has placed Congress in an 
“ act now, ask questions later” 
posture. 
And act it has. although on a limited 
and temporary basis. Responding to 
the crisis, Congress this week swiftly 
granted the President emergency 
powers for six months to switch 
natural gas supplies, where possible, 
from gas-surplus areas to areas in dire 
need. 
The legislation approved also per­ 
mits interstate pipeline companies to 
buy “ intrastate gas” — that is, gas 
normally used within the state where 
produced — and at the free market 
price. 
The Congressional response was 
immediate but not lasting action, since 
the legislation simply assures that 
homes, hospitals, and other high 
priority users will have an opportunity 
to purchase gas at whatever price may 
be available, in order not to suffer 
undue hardships. 
Plenty of questions remain to be 
“ asked later” — and answered — 
because the energy bill approved this 
week offers no long term solution to 
our national energy shortage. It does 
not for example, deal with the critical 
problem of unemployment aggravated 
by hundreds of plant closings in areas 
hit hard by the freezing temperatures. 
It also does not address the question 
of compensating the hundreds of 
thousands of workers who are out of 
work through no fault of their own but 
simply because of the energy shortage. 
With unemployment already a 
serious problem, Ohio can ill afford the 
loss of additional jobs as aresult of the 
natural gas shortage. An estimated 
1,000,000 Ohioans, or more than 20 per 
cent of the state’s work force have 
been laid off because of the shortage. 
Many thousands more are working in 
conditions that pose potential health 
problems of a serious nature. 
It is imperative that Congress deal 
with these problems without further 
delay. 
Unless this 
is 
done 
im­ 
mediately, any efforts on our part to 
provide more jobs through public 
works programs, tax incentives, or 
any other proposals advanced by the 
Administration will be to no avail. 
In an effort to help relieve our state’s 
desperate situation, I have joined with 
other 
members 
of 
the 
Ohio 
Congressional delegation in urging 
President Carter to approve Governor 


James Rhodes's request that the state 
be declared a disaster area due to the 
prolonged natural gas and weather 
crisis. 
I have also asked the Corps of 
Engineers to take the strongest 
possible action to clear the ice con­ 
ditions on the Ohio River so that 
alternative fuels can be barged to 
areas in need. They have responded, 
and traffic is now moving on the Ohio, 
slowly but surely. 
Studies show that we are not suf­ 
fering as much from a natural gas 
shortage as we are from a shortage of 
readily available natural gas. Thus, 
with estimates by federal and private 
groups that more than 40 years of 
natural gas resources are available, 
one of the most pressing questions yet 
to be answered is why American 
consumers are being asked to bear the 
burden of a gas shortage when 
reserves could have been made ready. 
Part of the answer lies with the 
natural gas producers themselves, 
who are pressing relentlessly for 
removal of the $1.42 per-thousand- 
cubic-foot ceiling currently in effect on 
new gas sold in interstate commerce. 
Deregulation is being held over the 
heads of consumers as the price we 
must pay for readily available natural 
gas. Yet, while the consuming public is 
being told that there is not enough 
natural gas, every indication suggests 
that once the price skyrockets, there 
will be plenty. 
Producers in certain gas-rich states 
are using their economic leverage to 
being on deregulation and the higher 
consumer prices that go with it. 
In fact, a 
House 
energy 
sub­ 
committee learned last summer that 
some natural gas producers have 
underproduced from their wells and 
failed to deliver fully on their contracts 
with pipelines. 
Most of the new supplies of natural 
gas are being channeled toward in­ 
trastate markets, where the price is 
unregulated, thus giving a few states 
ownership and the exclusive use of all 
the natural gas. 
It is clear that many questions need 
answers and that other legislation will 
be needed to deal with long-range 
problems. Having acted to meet 
emergency conditions, Congress must 
now endeavor to develop a sound and 
reasonable energy policy. In short, we 
must make sure that next winter is not 
a repeat performance of this one. 
Nobel W inner Fears 
Slackening In W ork 


STANFORD, Calif. (A P) — For 
Burton Richter, winning a Nobel Prize 
hurled him into “ a fairy tale,” a dizzy 
maze of adulation, obligation and in­ 
stant international fame. 


Richter’s problems have been 
shared by most Nobel laureates, in­ 
cluding the 19 other San Francisco Bay 
area scientists to receive the honor. 


Richter, named to the elite list last 
year for his work rn physics, says he 
worries about a Columbia University 
study which shows that the average 
productivity of winners, measured by 
published papers, dropped by one- 
third after the prize was awarded. 
“ Suddenly you’re a celebrity,” he 
said, “ and lots of people who know 
your name want you to make speeches. 
If I responded to all the requests for 
talk, I ’d be speaking two or three times 
a week and never get any work done.” 
get any work done.” 
Edwin 
M. 
McMillan, a retired 
University of California professor who 
won his prize in 1951 in chemistry, 
admits that the attention you get takes 
a quantum leap. 
“ But whether your life is changd is 
largely a matter of how you handle it.” 
William Shockley of Stanford, who 
won a share of the 1956 physics prize 
for his work with the transistor, said: 


“ It may have affected my attitude. 
Conceivably, it made me more dif­ 
ficult to get along with for a while.” 
Linus Pauling, who won a pair of 
Nobel prizes, in 1954 and 1963, says 
some winners want to get out of 
research and into administration. 
“ ...If you’re a Nobel Prize winner 
it’s easier to do. Why? You get paid 
better, for one thing. 
“ There are a lot of good scientists 
and not all can win the Nobel,” Pauling 
said. “ I think a lot who do feel they are 
pretty lucky.” 
“ Really, my views on the disturbed 
condition of the world are not any more 
valuable than anyone’s,” said Robert 
Hofstadter, who shared the 1961 phys­ 
ics prize. “ But I suppose winning the 
Nobel Prize ‘does something’ to your 
statements.” 
The prize also can alter the winner’s 
personality. Students and colleagues 
at UC Berkeley say physicist Luis W. 
Alvarez was testy before he won his 
1968 prize, but mellowed considerably 
afterward. 
“ We have gone from zero to the 
condition of movie stars,” groaned 
Andre Lwoff, a Frenchman who won 
his 1965 prize for physiology and medi­ 
cine. “ We are not used to this sort of 
public life, which has made it im­ 
possible for us to go on with our work.”

Carter Revam ping 
Plan Faces Snags

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Carter wants sweeping powers to 
redeem 
a campaign 
pledge to 
reorganize the federal bureaucracy, 
but a key member of Congress says 
Carter 
is 
asking 
for too 
much 
authority. 
The President asked Congress on 
Friday for authority for the next four 
years to reorganize federal agencies, 
subject to veto by either the Senate or 
House. 
But 
Rep. 
Jack Brooks, DTex., 
argued that any reorganization plans 
should be required to win the approval 
of both houses of Congress, and not 
merely avoid a veto. 
“ To let the FYesident propose and 
enact a law unless Congress vetoes it is 
to stand the Constitution on its head,” 
charged Brooks, chairman of the 
House 
Government 
Operations 
Committee. He said he would in­ 
troduce his own legislation Monday to 
permit 
changes in the executive 
branch only with Congress’ express 
approval. 
Brooks has voiced his opposition to 
this feature of Carter’s reorganization 
plan before. 
His counterpart in the Senate, Sen. 
Abraham A. Ribicoff, DConn., en­ 
dorsed Carter’s plan. Ribicoff said the 
Senate 
Government 
Operations 
Committee will hold hearings on the 
legislation Tuesday. 
Senate Minority leader Howard 
Baker, R-Tenn., predicted Congress 
would be sympathetic to Carter’s 
proposal, although “there’s a good 
chance there’ll be a pretty energetic 
debate about what form it takes.” 
By coincidence. Carter sent his plan 
to Capitol Hill on the same day the 
Senate voted 89 to I to approve a 
sweeping reorganization of its com­ 
mittee structure. 
Carter told reporters at the White 
House that reorganization of the 
bureaucracy “ is a commitment that I 
made in hundreds of speeches around 
the country during the two-year 
campaign. It was one of the major 
reasons I was elected.” 
Carter wants the authority to 
propose reorganization plans that 
would automatically take effect within 
60 days unless vetoed by either branch 
of Congress. The President could 
transfer all or part of one agency’s 
functions to another, abolish functions, 


consolidate activities of several 
agencies and change agency names. 
But he could not create nor abolish 
Cabinet departments, nor consolidate 
any of the ll departments. 
Carter said during the campaign he 
felt the 1,900 federal agencies can be 
reduced to “ no more than 200 with a 
great savings in tax money and a 
streamlining of services to our 
people.” 
Carter is seeking authority that 
every president except Gerald Ford 
has had since 1949 when Harry 
Truman received similar powers for a 
four-year period under the Hoover 
Reorganization Act. 
But the power lapsed on April 3,1973, 
when Congress rejected Nixon’s 
request for a two-year extension. Some 
members of Congress expressed fear 
then about possible moves by Nixon to 
centralize federal authority in the 
White House. Ford never sought the 
authority.

NEW YORK (A P) - To Arthur F. 
Burns, the consistent and predictable 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, there is no greater danger to 
our economic well-being than inflation. 
In his view, all other cares and 
concerns diminish to benign pimples, 
while inflation threatens, always 
threatens, to grow into a malignant, 
cancerous, consuming sore that could 
kill the patient. 
Bums has experience on his side. 
Inflation, sometimes benign, more 
often has been malignant in recent 
years. And, say some critics, perhaps 
Bums included, so are those who 
propose government policies that 
promote inflation. 
To some, Bums has been a savior. 
But, as in all things economic, there 
is a dispute. Some say that Burns and 
the Fed, which pretty much controls 
monetary matters, too often have 
erred in the direction of restraint. 
Overrestraint, they note, is as dan­ 
gerous as overstimulation. 
It is widely believed that Burns’ 
restrictive money policy sopped up the 
1975 tax rebate, meant as a stimulus, 
and might have led to a delay in the 
economic recovery. 
The Fed’s critics go back a long way. 
Some of them accuse it of having 
worsened and prolonged the Great 
Depression of the 1930s by limiting the 
money supply. The same charge has 
been made in every recession since 
them. 
Burns himself has been accused oy 
some of driving the U.S. economy into 
the most recent recession by cutting 
the domestic money supply when, 
these c ritics say, the problem wasn’t 
domestic at all, but a foreign one. 
That is, the uncontrolled circulation 
of billions of dollars in European 
They'll Do It Every Time 


banks, which then could without any 
reserve requirements be lent out, in ef­ 
fect creating more dollars, is seen by 
these critics as the cause of inflation. 
This proliferation of Eurodollars, as 
many dollars in fact as existed within 
the United States, allegedly was the 
cause of rising world commodity 
prices 
not an inflationary growth in 
demand by domestic users. 
Now the arguments arise again, with 
the chairman, who occupies perhaps 
the most powerful nonelective office in 
the land, criticizing the Carter ad­ 
ministration’s fiscal stimulus program 
as perhaps not needed at all. 
Burns disaffection might go beyond 
mere criticism. The board he chairs 
has the ability to buck the President, to 
counter his program by withholding 
from the economy a sufficient supply 
of funds. Interest rates would rise; 
economic activity would slow. 
Will Burns try to keep the lid on, 
through monetary policy, while Carter 
seeks to lift it with fiscal policy? In his 
testimony to Congress, Burns in­ 
dicated it was not his goal to frustrate 
the administration's aims. 
As 
a 
result 
of 
his 
criticism- 
acquiescence, considerable confusion 
exists today. If Burns is unhappy with 
the Carter plan, and even considers 
some of it unwise, how can he 
cooperate with it, and in fart praise as­ 
pects of it? 
The doubters remain unconvinced. 
They say that public statements by 
Fed chairmen have not always been 
followed 
by 
sim ilar 
monetary 
decisions behind the Fed’s closed 
doors.

Can you explain what is meant by 
pseudo gout? It seems to me that 
either you have gout or you don’t have 
it. 
Mrs. R. E. E., Wash. 
Dear Mrs. E. : 
Not all medical problems are clear 
and distinct. Sometimes symptoms 
and signs of different conditions 
overlap each other. This explains why 
a diagnosis is sometimes called 
“ pseudo,” which means “ false.” 
Pseudo gout is known as chondro- 
calcinosis. This condition sometimes 
suggests gout, but later can be found to 
be different from it. 
Blood studies and X-rays can reveal 
the presence of calcium as a cause, 
rather than uric acid (the offender in 
gout). 


I ’m in the theatre and need a lot of

Someone suggested that I should get 
an injection of vitamin B-12 before 
each performance. Is this sound, from 
a medical point of view?

Dear Miss D.:

For 
them, the psychological advantage of 
an injection may be helpful. 
Actually, taking vitamins by mouth 
is just as good. A well-balanced, 
nutritious diet contains far more 
vitamins than are normally necessary 
for good health.

Soviets Developing 
Futuristic A rm s? 
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WASHINGTON (A P) - A Pentagon 
report says Russian scientists are 
conducting 
major 
research 
on 
“ weapons of the future” that would 
demolish space satellites, missiles or 
other targets with beams of intense 
light or charged atom particles. 
“ We must be concerned with Soviet 
activities in the area of directed- 
energy weapons,” the report released 
Friday warned. 
The United States knows few 
technical details of the Soviet 
programs, the report said, “ but the 
scope and degree of commitment of 
their interests in these weapons of the 
future is quite large, as judged by their 
investments in physical plant for 
research and development.” 
A number of veteran U.S. 
in­ 
telligence experts reject the idea that 
the Russians are anywhere near 
achieving a “ ray gun” weapon. They 
say the Russians appear to be trying to 
master the technology that con­ 
ceivably could lead to such weapons. A 
few intelligence specialists take a 
more urgent view of the possibilities. 
Both the United States and Russia 
are known to be at work on research 
aimed at developing weapons using 
very 
high 
energy light 
beams 
generated by lasers. But senior U.S. 
scientists estimate it will take at least 
IO years before this country can 
develop 
actual 
weapons. 
They 
estimate the Russians are at about the 
same stage. 
Many problems remain to be solved, 
the scientists say, including reduction 
of the huge laboratory devices to a 
manageable size. 
“ There was an increase in the size of 
Soviet facilities that we know to be 
engaged in highenergy laser research 
and development from 1971 to 1975,” 
the Pentagon reported. It also said, 
“there are indicators which point to 
Soviet interests in particle beam 
technology which may have advanced 
weapon applications.” 
The report also expressed deep 
concern about previously reported 
Soviet tests with satellites to hunt and 
destroy other satellites. This is 
believed to pose a nearer threat than 
the beam weapon research. 
“ Our lead in space technology is a 
strong one,” the report says, “ but we

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Japanese Seaman 
Ends Solo Voyage 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A plucky 
Japanese seaman, who risked death to 
make his sailing dream come true, 
guided his crippled 26-foot craft 
through the Golden Gate to end his solo 
voyage across the Pacific. 
Tomio Ikegawa, 25, weary from his 
accident-plagued 
journey, 
stood 
barefoot Sunday night aboard the blue 
‘ Seagull’s Friend,” waving to about 60 
reporters and well-wishers as a Coast 
Guard cutter escorted hun to port. 
Arriving 120 days after leaving 
Japan, he surprised reporters when he 
ducked into his cabin and emerged 
with a camera to snap pictures of the 
gathered crowd. 
In the tradition of 
adventurers 
everywhere, the bearded young sailor, 
answering through an interpreter, said 
he made his solo trip “ because I 
wanted to do it.” 
Gifts were waiting for the grinning 
Ikegawa as he ended his 4.600-mile 
mission — a bottle of West Indian rum 
from a fellow sailor here, a half-bottle 
of wine, some cheesecake and bit of 
leftover steak. 
“ I thank all you people. You ve been 
so nice. Rut I’m very tired,” he said 
shyly. He was to spend the night in his 
boat and check in with customs in the 


morning. 
With only two year's sea experience, 
Ikegawa set sail from Ehime, Japan, 
last Oct. IO, planning a seven-week trip 
to San Francisco But his boat’s mast 
was broken Nov. 24 in stormy 60-foot 
seas. 
Ikegawa. a carpenter in a boatyard 
in Japan, said he rigged a makeshift 
mast to continue the trip, using his 
engine occasionally to correct course. 
He had stored provisions, mostly 
rice, for 72 days, but ran out of water 
the last week and sipped sea water to 
survive. Still, he said, he managed to 
gain weight. 
Ikegawa’s 
damaged 
boat 
was 
spotted last Thursday by a fishing 
trawler and towed by a Coast Guard 
< utter into port at Fort Bragg, a tiny 
coastal community about 120 miles 
north of here. The stubborn sailor set 
sail again after only 15 hours in port, 
turning thumbs down on an offered 
auto ride to San Francisco. 
The harrowing trip across the 
world’s largest ocean has inspired the 
young man onward. He said he plans to 
travel the Pacific again to return 
home. 
“ I want to go to Japan by sail," the 
young mariner said. 
200 Whales Feared 
In Danger O f Death 


MAYPORT, Fla. (AP) — Volunteers 
who waded into cold water and labored 
in 48-degree temperatures to try to 
save some 200 whales from beaching 
themselves said they feared many 
would die today anyway. 
“ By morning they’ll be all over the 
beach,” said a weary rescuer who 
helped push, coax and tow the whales 
into deeper water Sunday. 


Six of the herd were dead by 
nightfall. An additional 25, ranging in 
length from 6 feet to 20 feet, remained 
on the beach, and many of those that 
had been herded out to sea simply 
turned around looking for a new place 
to beach. 


More than IOO volunteers and marine 
officers worked through the night to 
save the herd. F ishermen helping in 
the rescue said the mammals ap­ 
peared to be pilot whales. 
“ Keeping the young calves in deep 
water has been a problem,” said 
Florida Marine Patrol Sgt. J R. 
Patrick. “ They hear their mothers call 
and they come back to the beach.” 


I he whale 
invasion began at 
day break Sunday when at least 80 of 
the animals were stranded on or near 
the beach near the mouth of the St. 
Johns River. The rest of the herd tried 
to follow but were run back out. 
The Marine 
Patrol, 
U.S. 
Navy 
personnel from nearby Mayport Naval 
Station and volunteers gathered 
quickly. Volunteers used fire hoses and 
pumps to spray the whales to prevent 
them from dehydrating. 
“ A lot of people volunteered to get 
out in the water. It’s cold water,” a 
Marine Patrol spokesman said. The 8- 
degree air temperatures are chilly, 
too.

Farmers 
Fight Energy 
Difficulties

Ohio fanners and food producers 
report some problems caused by the 
cold and a lack of natural gas and 
other fuel, but most seem to be dealing 
with their difficulties, according to 
Ohio 
agriculture 
Director 
John 
Stackhouse. 
Stackhouse held the first of a series 
of planned weekly meetings with 
farmers and food processors on FTiday 
to assess the effects of the fuel shor­ 
tage and the weather on food pro­ 
duction in the state. 
Stackhouse said the main concern 
right now appears to be lack of water 
and 
feed 
supplies 
and 
uneven 
distribution of fuel supplies over the 
state 
"W e have farmers who already are 
out of hay for their livestock. Others 
have no water for their homes or for 
their animals” because of frozen 
pipes, he said. 
F'ood processors are reporting 
scattered problems. “ We have some 
operators running 
normally 
while 
others can’t obtain fuel 
at all,” 
Stackhouse 
said. 
“ Greenhouse 
operators all over Ohio., are having 
severe problems finding fuel.” 
Stackhouse 
met 
Friday 
with 
representatives of the Farm Bureau, 
the National Farmers Organization, 
the F anner's Union, the Grange, the 
Milk Producers Federation, bakers, 
meatpackers, greenhouse operators, 
grain and feed dealers and the Ohio 
Extension Service. 
“ We must find ways to make sure 
our food production doesn't falter 
during 
this 
critical 
period,” 
Stackhouse said. “ If that happened, it 
would only compound the other prob­ 
lems our state faces.” 
Stackhouse said that along with 
current problems, members of the 
group said long range difficulties could 
include lack of seed and fuel for spring 
field work, shortages of fertilizer 
resulting from production facility 
shutdowns and short supplies of 
replacement parts for farm equip­ 
ment.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
unrelenting winter and natural gas 
shortage may assert itself later this 
year as a compelling reason for an in­ 
crease in state taxes. 
Spokesmen for both major political 
parties say it still is too early to 
measure the full economic impact, but 
concede it could be disastrous. 
It all boils down, said Budget and 
Management Director William 
W. 
Wilkins, to “ how long is it going to 
last0” 
Wilkins is the architect of Re­ 
publican Gov. 
James 
A. 
Rhodes’ 
record $14.5 billion, two-year operating 
budget now under consideration in the 
legislature. 
Without giving any consideration 
during drafting to an economy 
stifled by a major energy crisis, he 
said the budget provides modest in­ 
creases in areas of greatest need while 
not calling for new or increased taxes. 
The budget is predicated upon an 
expected increase in the yield of 
existing state revenues of 22 per cent in 
the state fiscal biennium starting next 
July I. 
Before the severe cold and gas 
.shortage 
temporarily 
idled 
an 
estimated one million workers across 
the state, Wilkins had said Ohio would 
end the current biennium with a “ bal­ 
ance” of about $60 million. 
And because workers don’t pay state

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Increased 
unemployment 
can 
bring 
corresponding increases in mental 
illness, alcoholism, suicides and heart 
failure according to findings presented 
by a researcher here Friday. 
If those findings are proved valid, 
many persons in northeast Ohio are 
under a lot of mental health stress 
because they have lost their jobs. 
Dr. M. Harvey Brenner presented 
his findings based on a I per cent rise 
in the level of unemployment at a 
seminar sponsored by U.S. Sen. John 
Sieberling, D-Ohio, and various human 
service 
agencies 
in 
Portage 
and 
Summit counties. 
He found that even this small in­ 
crease results in a 4.1 per cent rise in 
suicides; a 4.3 per cent increase in 
admissions to state mental health 
hospitals; a 4 per cent hike in in­ 
carceration; a 5.7 per cent rise in 
homicides; a 1.9 per cent increase in 
persons dying of sclerosis of the liver 
(as an indicator of alcoholism); a 1.1 
per cent hike in persons dying of heart 
disease and 1.1 per cent increase in 
general mortality.

New Bridge 
Progresses 


WASHINGTON, W.Va. (A P) 
The 
new Ohio R iver bridge between 
Chester, W.Va., and East Liverpool, 
Ohio, should be ready for limited use in 
July, according to Sen. 
Jennings 
Randolph, D-W.Va. The bridge is 
expected 
to 
be 
completed 
by 
December, he added. 
Randolph said the federal govern­ 
ment has provided $34.2 million and 
the states of West Virginia and Ohio 
have contributed $13.5 million to 
complete the $47.7 million bridge. 
All four lanes of the bridge, as well 
as all four approach lanes on the West 
Virginia side, have been completed 
and are ready for use. But it will be 
July before the first two approach 
lanes on the Ohio side are complete^. 
Randolph said the delay in com­ 
pleting the span is largely due to the 
fact that the Ohio Department of 
Transportation began work on its 
section of the bridge at a later date 
than did West Virginia. 
Randolph said that Ohio work crews 
also experienced problems with the 
foundation under the approaches to the 
bridge. 


Due to the severe blizzard conditions 
in Ohio during the last weekend in 
January, the Ohio State Highway 
Patrol recorded one of its busiest four- 
day periods in history. 


“ The division had more employees 
working longer hours than at any time 
in recent years,” Col. Adam G. Reiss, 
superintendent, 
said. 
“ We 
in­ 
vestigated more accidents, assisted 
more stranded motorists, and an­ 
swered more phone calls than any 
comparable period in the past 8 
years.” 


According to Col. Reiss, 1,092 em­ 
ployees worked a total of 28,060 hours 
during the four-day period from 
Friday morning, January 28, through 
Monday night, January 31. 
Paid overtime hours reached nearly 
1800, while donated overtime by em­ 
ployees amounted to 1,677 hours. 
“ Patrol 
Posts received 
10.000 
citizens band radio calls for help while 
post personnel answered nearly a half 
million telephone calls from Ohioans 
across the state," Col. Reiss said. 
Twenty-four Troopers in 17 Patrol 
vehicles were involved in weather- 
related accidents. Of these, seven 
officers were injured while helping 
stranded motorists; struck while on 
foot checking snowbound vehicles; or 
hit head-on during zero visibility 
blizzard conditions. 
Highway Patrol Troopers assisted 
8.900 stranded motorists, snowbound 
residents, and others in need of help. 
Officers routinely used snowplows, 
four-wheel 
drive 
vehicles, 
snowmobiles, and, as a last resort, 
walked through snow drifts four feet or 
higher to reach victuns and transport 
them to shelters and hospitals.

Girl Scouts 
Upset Over 
ERA Stand 


AUSTIN, Texas (A P) - ‘TI hurts me 
very deeply to have to do this,” said 
Mary Ann Holman, a G irl Scout leader 
for 18 years. She then dropped her 
blazing uniform into a trash can to 
protest the organization’s support for 
the F'.qual Rights Amendment. 
Both she and Dot Schedler, another 
scout leader and the 40-year-old 
mother of three Girl Scouts, had tears 
in their eyes as they stood F'riday in 
the driveway of the Holmans’ fash­ 
ionable North Austin home and wat­ 
ched flames engulf their uniforms. 
“ I wish we had some cookies, we’d 
throw them in there (the fire) too,” 
said Mrs. Holman, a member of the 
Ixme Star Girl Scout Council board of 
directors. 
Mrs. Holman, the mother of two Girl 
Scouts, and Mrs. Schedler were ob­ 
jecting to the national organization’s 
recent decision to endorse the pro­ 
posed amendment, which has been 
ratified by 35 of the needed 38 states. 
Mrs. Holman said the national en­ 
dorsement violated their charter since 
the group is a non-profit organization. 
She said the group is not supposed to 
take sides in political issues. 
The 44-year-old mother said she 
burned her uniform reluctantly and 
did so only “ because these days if you 
don’t do something sensational, 
nobody listens. That’s a sad thing, I 
think, but that’s the truth.” 
Both she and Mrs. Schedler, whose 
daughters are now grown and are no 
longer in the G irl Scouts, resigned 
their Scout positions. 
“ With 
a 
heavy 
heart, 
I 
here­ 
by...dedicate these ashes to those 
responsible for the betrayal of our 
beloved Girl Scout promise and law,” 
said Mrs. Holman. 
Calling 
the 
amendment 
“ un­ 
necessary,” she charged that the 
fem inist movement and National 
Organization of Women founder Betty 
F'riedan, also a member of the national 
Girl Scout board, were “ more and 
more directing the course of the 
scouting movement.” 
Wanda Rice, executive director of 
the Ix)ne Star Girl Scout Council, said 
the women’s protest would have no 
affect on the local Scouts, since it was 
directed at a national issue. 
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stranded in a disabled vehicle. A 
Trooper in the immediate area found 
the vehicle and relayed the woman to a 
nearby hospital.

“ This four-day period of emergency 
weather conditions brought out the 
very best of all of our employees,” Col. 
Reiss said. “ The teamwork and self- 
sacrifice shown on a statewide level by 
members of the Highway Patrol is 
commendable and deeply appreciated 
by all Ohioans.” 
Sgt. R. L. Thompson of Post 65 of the 
Highway Patrol reported that the local 
Post was kept busy during the four day 
period. 
According to Thompson’s report, the 
Troopers of Post 65 worked 25 over­ 
time hours during the period. They 
were alerted to persons in distress by 
88 CB radio calls. 
The local Post investigated a total of 
12 accidents during that period, with 
Trooper Dennis Zwayer handling eight 
of those. Of the 12 accidents, seven of 
those involved some type of injury. 
An Ohio Highway Patrol helicopter 
was used on a rescue mission at State 
Route 56 and Roberts Road in Madison 
County. The Post received a call that a 
man was stranded in his car. High 
drifts prevented conventional means 
of rescue, so the helicopter 
was 
summoned. When personnel arrived, 
they discovered two more stranded 
motorists in the immediate vicinity. 
Sgt. Thompson reported that “ well 
over 
300” 
calls 
were 
received 
requesting 
help 
by 
motorists. 
Approximately 25 per cent of those 
were to assist persons with extricating 
their cars from ditches and the median 
strip, and the remainder involved 
some type of medical aid. 
“ Such adverse conditions bring out 
the best in everyone,” stated Thomp­ 
son. “ I just can’t say enough about our 
Troopers and the private citizens who 
helped us. F’veryone performed ad­ 
m irably.” 


Injured in a bus accident, Gerald 
sought 
damages 
from the trans­ 
portation company. At the trial he 
complained that he was suffering from 
severe headaches. And his doctor took 
the witness stand to testify about 
Gerald’s pain. 
However, the company raised an 
objection. 
“ Pain is personal,” the company 
argued. “ There is no way that one 
person - even a doctor — can know' 
whether another person really hurts or 
is just faking.” 
But the court ruled that the doctor’s 
testimony was admissible. 
“ A patient may simulate anguish, he 
may shed artificial tears," said the 
court, “ hut there are few doctors who, 
armed with training and experience, 
cannot, after sufficient examinations, 
determine what is sham and what is 
genuine.” 
This is the law’s usual attitude — 
that a doctor can properly testify as to 
the reality of a patient’s pain. A doctor 
may also give an educated opinion as 
to the likelihood of pain in the future. 
F’or example: 
A woman sued a trolley company as 
the result of an injury to her ankle. 
Here, the doctor testified not only that 
the ankle was painful but also that it 
would continue to hurt for a con­ 
siderable period of time. 
Again, the court found his evidence 
admissible. The court pointed out that 
the doctor was basing his prediction on 
conventional medical analysis. 
On the other hand, a prediction may 
lie ruled out if it is too “ iffy." In 
another case against a bus company, 
the county 
rejected a 
doctor’s 
statement that his patient “ might" 
have pain 
whenever the weather 
turned damp. 
Dismissing this as only a bare 
possibility, the court said: 
“ Defendants are not called upon to 
pay for such contingencies.”

ATLANTIC CITY, N J. <AP> - If an 
adult who was adopted as a child wants 
to know who his natural parents are, 
it’s up to the state to prove that he 
shouldn’t find out. a New Jersey judge 
has ruled. 
Superior Court Judge 
Philip A. 
Gruccio said Friday that adopted 
persons often have a "compelling 
psychological need" to know their 
origins. 
His decision, believed to be the first 
of its kind in the country, was handed 
down in the case of four adults who 
sued the state to release their birth 
certificates, which under law are 
sealed after a child is adopted. 
Gruccio established guidelines for 
adoption agencies to follow in such 
cases, and in general shifted the legal 
burden of proof from the adopted per­ 
son to the state. 
The new guidelines apply only to 
adopted persons over 18. 
Gruccio ruled, for example, that an 
adopted person must automatically be 
granted access to original birth 
records if his natural parents agree. 
If the natural parents object, the 
adoption agency still must release 
their identities unless it determines 
that to do so would cause harm to the 
parents or the adopted person, the 
ruling said. 
If the adoption agency fails to find 
the natural parents to secure their 
agreement, or if the agency that 
handled the adoption no longer exists, 
an adopted person can appeal in court. 
If the natural parents’ identities still 
are withheld, the judge said, general 
medical and hereditary information 
about them must be surrendered un- 
Palm Oil 
Output Up 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The output 
of palm oil in tropical Malaysia has 
continued to increase and probably has 
not yet reached its peak, a factor that 
bears heavily on U.S. soybean far­ 
mers. 
last year, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said today, Malaysia produced 
an estimated 1.4 million metric tons of 
palm oil, about 44 per cent of the 1976 
world output. 
Exports also c limbed to 1.41 million 
tons, which included stocks left over 
I rom the previous year, the depart­ 
ment's Foreign Agricultural Service 
said. 
“ Malaysia has clearly committed 
itself to further expansion of the palm 
oil industry,’’ the report said. 
Palm oil imports into the United 
States climbed to a record of 420,000 
tons in 1975-76 but are expected to total 
less i i i 1976-77, perhaps around 363,000 
tons, according to USDA officials. A 
metric ton is 2,205 pounds. 
Even so, palm oil has continued to be 
a big competitor of soybean oil on the 
U.S. domestic market for use in 
margarine, shortening and other prod­ 
ucts. Thus, according to the outlook for 
Malaysia 
the largest producer 
palm oil will remain a prime contender 
for the vegetable-oil market for years 
to come.

House Panel Eyes State Budget 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
House Finance Committee on Tuesday 
begins making the hard decisions that 
will determine how the state spends its 
tax money over the next two years. 
Budget Director William W. Wilkins 
will outline the Republican ad­ 
ministration’s spending priorities in 
the $14.5 billion package proposed by 
Gov. James A. Rhodes. 


On Wednesday, Richard Sheridan, 
legislative budget officer, will provide 
his analysis, which could suggest some 
early directions for the panel. 
A vote is expected on the House floor 
Tuesday on the first big money bill of 
the session, an $850 million supple­ 
mental appropriation to help the 
Industrial Commission and Bureau of 
Workmens’ Compensation implement 
a new reform law. 
House Finance Chairman Myrl H. 
Shoemaker, D-88 Boumeville, sur­ 
prised at least one Republican 
lawmaker with his talk last week of a 
“survival budget” that would cut 
deeper into spending request than 
Rhodes continuation plan. 
“I was very much interested in what 
Myrl said,” observed Rep. Ben Rose, 
R-64 Lima, ranking minority member 
of the Finance Committee. 
“The 
Democratic (House) leadership is 


committed to not having a tax in­ 
crease, but they are going to be more 
conservative 
in 
their 
revenue 
estimates than the administration. 
That will force them to make some 
very hard decisions on priorities.” 
Shoemaker went so far as to say that 
some state agencies might have to live 
with less money than their present 
budgets, almost unheard of in in­ 
flationary times. 
“I’m not so sure what he means by a 
survival budget,” Rose said. “ If he 
means that he will use that (the money 
cut I to produce new funds for priority 
areas, that’s a responsible thing to do. 
I have the impression though, that it’s 
more of an analytical tool than a tool to 
produce new funds.” 
After the overview, Shoemaker will 
parcel the budget out for the nuts and 
bolts work to three subsections: 
education, welfare and general. 
Whether his hard-nosed, fiscally 
conservative approach can withstand 
the pressures of various interest 
groups will become known in these 
hearings and others in the months 
leading up to the July I, deadline for 
enactment. 
The economic effect of the current

Valley Vineyards—started by Jim 
and Ken Schuchter in 1970—boldly 
claims to be Ohio’s second largest 
vineyard. Hundreds of visitors cram 
shoidder-to-shoulder into its the small 
wine tasting room on weekends to 
snack on cheese and pizza, and, of 
course, sample the wine. 
“Wines taste better in a winery than 
anywhere else,” said Ken Schuchter, 
who like his brother is a former 
General Motors employe. ' 
I-ast year, the 
American Wine 
Society judged a bottle of Dechaunac, 
a dry Burgundy dinner wine, the best 
red wine domestically produced, in­ 
cluding entries from the more famous 
California and New York wineries. 
The brothers started with 20 acres of 
vines, and now have 45 acres of grapes. 
They plant an additional three to five 
acres each year and lease 20 acres of 
vineyards from a Cincinnati winery. 
I .ast September, Valley Vineyards 
was the host for 50,000 weekend 
visitors at its sixth annual Ohio Wine 
Festival. 
The Schuchters are expanding their 
facilities this winter to include a n£w 
wine tasting room that can accom­ 
modate up to 200 people and a new 
wine cellar that will bring total 
capacity up to 100,000 gallons. 
Eleven different wines are produced 
at 
Valley 
Vineyards, 
and 
the 
Schuchters say they may introduce a 
12th variety this year—a dinner rose 
wine. 
For the Schuchters, winning the 
award was a moment of glory, 
especially considering they had so 
many disbelievers a few years ajjo.

WASHINGTON (AP) —■ Two major 
health insurance plans pay out 
millions of dollars for government 
w orkers’

expenses

covered by their insurance policies, 
contributing to .spiraling premiums 
partly paid by the taxpayers, a gov­ 
ernment report says 


An investigation by the General 
Accounting Office concluded that 
loose, haphazard cost controls and 
overpayments by the two government- 
wide health insurers contributed to a 
35 per cent increase in premium 
charges in the government programs 
last year. 


The two com panies probed by 
government auditors are Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield and Aetna Life & Casualty, 
which together insure more than six 
million of the 9.3 million federal em ­ 
ployes and their dependents who have 
health insurance. 


“ Prices may continue skyward if the 
Civil Service Commission and the 
insurance carriers do not strictly 
control insurance costs,” said the 
report, signed by U.S. Comptroller 
General Elmer B. Staats, chief of the 
congressional watchdog agency. 


Blue Cross-Blue Shield called the 
report “exaggerated and misleading" 
and said it is based on often erroneous 
assumptions. 


Aetna said it appreciated an op­ 
portunity to study the findings and 
agreed to make several changes aimed 
at tightening controls. 


The government and its employes 
share almost equally the premium 
costs, estim ated at $2,9 billion in the 
fiscal year ending Sept. 30. 
'Die payment practices criticized by 
the GAO generally benefit employes 
who incur medical expenses and use 
their health insurance, although all 
employes pay in the end through the 
increased premiums. 
'The loser is the taxpayer who. in the 
final analysis, pays the government’s 
share of the costs and gets none of the 
benefits.

study did not attem pt to determine 
whether sim ilar practices occur in pri­ 
vate group health plans sold by Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield and Aetna.

Kranepool Fears Baseball Slump 


NEW YORK (AP) - The last of the 
original Mots, big Ed Kranepool, says 
the fickle fan will render the final 
verdict on baseball's 1977 free agent 
money binge. 
“Teams such as the New York 
Yankees and California Angels, who 
put out $4 million and $5 million for 
new players, will really be on the 
spot,” he warns. “They have to win to 
justify that kind of dough. 
“Fans will be expecting an instant 
pennant. If they don’t get it, they will 
start calling the players greedy and 
say all the players want is more money 
without putting out. 
“They’ll have a right to scream. And 
no telling what it will do to team 
m orale.” 
None can speak 
m ore knowl­ 
edgeably 
of the vagaries of the 
baseball public than this strapping 
native New Yorker who signed as a 
$62,000 bonus baby with the Mets right 
out of high school in 1962 and has never 
worn another uniform. 
He went through those fumbling, 
stumbling formative years when the 
Mets were baseball’s loveable clowns 
and soared with them to the pinnacles 
of a World Series championship in 1969 
and another National Iieague pennant 
in 1973. 
Now 32 years old, with a new lease on 
life as a steady-hitting first baseman 
and pinch-hitter, he is entering his 15th 
season with the security of a three- 
year contract at $100,000 a year. 
It may sound like pocketchange in 
the light of the multimillion dollar 
contracts handed out to the likes of 
Reggie Jackson, Don Gullett, Joe Rudi 
and 
Bobby 
Grich, 
but 
Kranepool 
shrugs it off philosophically. 
“TTiey’re the super stars,” he says. 
“They are the creatures of an unusual 
period in baseball history. These free 
agent salaries are not realistic. In a 
few years this will all be gone and the 
game will return to some degree of 
normalcy. 
“ Me? I am just one of the guys. I do 
my job. I have no complaints about my 
pay. I want to play maybe four more 
y ears and then stay in baseball in some 
capacity.” 
Don’t get Ed Kranepool wiong. He 
insists he 
is not 
knocking those 


capitalistic salaries and bonuses. He 
simply is refusing to get caught up in 
the dangerous whirlpool of jealousies 
and discontent that the unbridled free 
agent sw eepstakes th reaten s to 
generate. 
“ Baseball is now a business — we all 
accept that,” he said. “ It’s every man 
for himself and every club for itself. 
Every team has to make a judgment 
Is a $5 million outlay for a couple of 
super stars worth the risk? Will it 
•nsure a winner’’ 
“ It should improve the team and 


imost the gate. But not necessarily. 
There is no guarantee. One pennant 
won’t be enough to pay off a debt like 
that. Then, there’s always the danger 
of spoiling the fans. 


“ Remember it takes 25 players to 
win a pennant 
one man can’t do it. 
Motivation does it. And you’re going to 
find that there will be a lot of team s out 
there, who didn’t pick up any million- 
dollar superstars who will be pushing 
hard to knock off the rich clubs. I look 
for a very interesting year.”
